The building of parks, the paving of 
streets, the clearance of slum areas the 
development of beauty spots-—ail these 
take op a new importance in the lght of 
a beavy tourst business, 

For if this \ uld spend one dollar

on these improvements in the ordinary 
course of events, the tourist prospect will 
probably justify the expenditure of two. 

Mr. Dolan’s statement makes it clear 
that this tourist influx will be upon us 
almost before we are awaré of it 

It would seem to be urgent business, 
then, to consolidate and systematize all 
post-war plans of civic improvement 80 
that the tourist factor will be given due 
consideration. y

Whatever the outcome, General 
de Gaulle deserves credit for not persisting 
in a course that threatened to set the 
Arab countmes ablaze and might have 
stirred the whole Moslem world to turmoil.

Unfortunately adequate treatment 
and hospitalization are not avail- 
able to all who require it because, 
while none is immune to the rav- 
ages of the disease, it bas a tend- 
ency to attack those who are Jeast 
financially able to pay for proper 
care, 

Moreover, the treatment is long 
and tedious. It involves lengthy 
hospitalization and rest. The per- 
son of average means, particularly 
in a period of high taxation, is com- 
pletely handicapped when it comes 
to financing, of his own resources, 
a course of treatment that will lead 
to a complete cure 

It is almost impossible to take 
care of arthritics adequately even 
in the best equipped private home. 

So far, little public aid has been 
given to the war against arthritis, 

There are in the United States, 
for instance, (and the figures in 
Canada would be comparabic) 
about 100.000 free beds available 
for the treatment of tuberculosis 
and about $100.000.000 available for 
tuberculosis research 

There are fewer than 200 free 
beds available for the treatment of 
arthritis and no funds at all are 
available for arthritic research 

This is the present Situation with 
regard to a disease which annually 
causes a Joss of some 97,200,000 
work days in the United States and 
a relatively similar number in 


| Canada.

There is no sure cure for 


jarthritis at present, but suffering 
jean be relieved and patients can 
|be restored to usefulness under 


certain conditions. Those conditions 
are lengthy hospitalization and free- 
dom from worry. 

Three important factors enter into 
the campaign against this disease 
and the social and economic losses 
incidental to this disease 

First, funds should be provided 
for free hospitalization and treat- 
ment 

Second, funds should be made 
available for research 

Third, funds should be available 
for education for prevention. 

A set up along these lines in Al- 
bert milar to the splendid work 
that is being done in cancer and 
tuberculosis, would round out the 
social program of the Alberta gov-
